Claims 1-26 are 
present.

The inventions listed as Groups I- VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The invention of Group I is known in the prior art as 
evidence by Ertl et al (US 2002/0137720) wherein the reference teaches an isolated and purified 
DNA molecule which encodes human papillomavirus early antigens (see the claims). The cited 
evidence proves that the technical feature of Group I does not make a contribution over the prior 
art. Thus, the claims are not so linked by a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT 
Rule 13.2.
